HURLEY VS. CAMP. 


Yesterday was a day o f facts in 
the J ester murder trial at N ew 
Lo ndo n, Ralls co unty . 
P. R . Ownsby , o f Kansas, who 
was deputy sheriff o f Mo nro e co un­ 
ty in 18 7 1, testified that he went 
to W ichita, 
Kas., in 187 1» and 
bro ught Alex ander J ester to Mis­ 
so uri. 
He was^first taken to Paris 
and then to Mex ico , where he 
bro ke jail sho rtly after and return­ 
ed to his ho me in Kansas. 
Mr. 
Ownsby said he nev er saw the 
priso ner again until last J une, at 
Kansas City . 
J ester was then en 
ro ute fro m Oklaho ma to Mex ico , 
under the care o f Sheriff Melso n, 
o f Audrain co unty . 
J ames S. Allen, an o ld citizen o f 
Mex ico , testified that the place 
where J ester and Gates are sup­ 
po sed to hav e separated was no t an 
o pen place, as alleged in the de­ 
fense’s plea, but rather remo te. 
J ames Mitchell, who resides near 
Bo o nv ille, testified that the pris­ 
o ner and Gilbert Gates stay ed all 
night at his ho me o ne night in 
18 7 1. 
He identified J ester, 
and 
a picture was sho wn the witness 
and he reco gnized it as that o f the 
man who had sto pped at his ho use 
with Alex ander J ester. 
Mr. Mitchell pro v ed a stro ng 
witness fo r the state. 
He said 
that he tried to buy o ne o f Gates’ 
ho rses, but the y o ung man po si­ 
tiv ely refused and said he wo uld 
no t part with either ho rse fo r any ­ 
thing. 
J ester say s Gates wanted 
to sell and did sell. 
J ester’s atto r­ 
ney s made a fight against Mitch­ 
ell’s testimo ny . 
Chas. Hav elhurst testified again 
y esterday . 
He said J ester was dis­ 
turbed 
when 
he 
(Hav elhurst) 
identified the articles J ester had in 
his po ssessio n when arrested near 
W ichita as the same articles Gates 
had when he left ho me. 
The o ld farmer, Azel A . Gates, 
was also called again and then 
came the sensatio n o f the day . 
R . H . Cullen, J ester’s co unsel, 
asked the o ld gentleman if he was 
furnishing the cash to pro secute 
the case. 
“ No t a do llar,” came 
the sharp reply . 
Atto rney W . S. Fo rrest, o f Chi- 
cago , was o n his feet. 
He said : 
“ I can answer that questio n. 
To hn W . Gates is putting up the 
mo ney necessary to bring the w it­ 
nesses here fro m a distance.” 
Befo re leav ing the witness stand, 
Mr. Gates said that he had an o p­ 
po rtunity fo r fiv e y ears o f bringing

Camp had the co ntract fo r pav ­ 
ing the alley so uth o f the po st- 
o ffice, and co nv erted to his o wn 
use two carlo ads o f brick shipped 
here fro m Atchiso n, Kas., fo r Mr, 
Hurley , who had the co ntract fo r 
pav ing Seco nd street and was ill 
at the time. 
When Mr. Hurley reco v ered, he 
called upo n J . 
C. 
Tho mpso n, 
bo ndsman fo r Camp, and demand­ 
ed pay ment fo r the bricks. 
Tho mpso n declined 
to settle, 
say ing that Camp had been paid 
fo r the pav ing and had left the 
city . 
Mr. Hurley co nsulted an atto r­ 
ney and it was learned that the 
city had no t y et accepted the alley 
fro m Camp. 
Mr. Hurley said no thing o f his 
intentio n, but o ne night he had a 
number o f teams driv e into the 
alley in questio n, and inside o f a 
co uple o f ho urs ev ery o ne o f the 
Hurley bricks which had been co n­ 
fiscated were lo aded into the v e­ 
hicles and hauled away . 
When 
Tho mpso n 
learned 
o f 
what had been do ne he was furi­ 
o us, and threatened to sue Mr. 
Hurley , who se answer was, “ Crack 
y o ur w hip.” 
Tho mpso n’s bluff did no t go , fo r 
he finally co nsented to 
pay Mr. 
Hurley fo r the bricks, and they 
were put back in the alley fro m 
whence they had been remo v ed.

Suit filed In Case of St. Louis’ 
United Railways. 


PETITION Of GEN. CROW. 


Soathern Electric Taken for a Test 
Case— Unconstitutionality of 
Act of 1 89 9 Averred. 


A ttorn ey General E . C . C ro w 
began a suit in the circuit court 
yesterday 
against 
the 
Southern 
Electric railw ay, the United R a il­ 
w a y com pany and the St. Louis 
Transit company, the purpose be­ 
ing the annullment of the compact 
betw een 
the 
St. 
Louis Transit 
com pany and the other 
railw ay 
companies whose properties have 
been acquired by the former, the 
properties thus reverting 
to • the 
companies 
formerly 
controlling 
them, savs the St. Louis Globe- 
Dem ocrat. 
T h e attorney general makes the 
attack on the ground that the act 
of June 19, 1899, providing that 
any street railroad company may 
be allowed to sell or lease its prop­ 
erty,w ith the consent of two-thirds 
of its stockholders, is illegal and in 
conflict with the constitution of 
the U nited States and of the state 
of Missouri. 
It is alleged in the petition that 
the transfer of the Southern E lec­ 
tric R ailw ay 
com pany 
to 
the 
U nited R ailw ays company was not 
made w ith the unanimous consent 
of the stockholders. 
It is also al­ 
leged as a basis of action^ that, in 
consequence of the compact, the 
Southern Electric railw ay w ill be 
prevented from carrying out its ob­ 
ligations to the state of M issouri; 
that the interests of the minority 
stockholders 
are 
not 
sufficiently 
protected by the terms of the con­ 
tract, and that 
improvements of 
the property and extensions of the 
lines to meet the requirements of 
the public can not be made by the 
S t. Louis Transit company, ow ing 
to the enormous amount of interest 
on stocks and bonds that the St. 
Louis Transit company has obli­ 
gated itself to pay. 
The suit is in the nature of an 
injunction proceeding, asking that 
the transfer deeds conveying the 
property of the Southern Electric 
R a ilw a y com pany to the United 
R ailw ays com pany be set aside, 
and that the three companies men­ 
tioned in the title of the suit be re­ 
strained from carrying out the pro­ 
visions of the contract. 
A s none 
of the divisions of the circuit court 
were in session at the time the doc­ 
ument was filed, it was not assign­ 
ed, and no action has yet been taken 
on the suit.

But rnucli the larger proportion of 
those w IbO bear diplomas fail to rec­

“ T he tw o rem aining legations, 
the British and Ru ssian, were a t­ 
tacked in force on the ev ening of 
Ju ly 4 , Frince T u a n being in com ­ 
m and . 
T h e attackers were d iv id ­ 
ed . 
Frince T u a n com m and ed the 
center, the right w ing w.is led by 
Frince Tsai Y im and the left by 
Prince Y in Lin. T h e reserv es were 
u nd er Frince T sin Y u . 
“ T h e attack 
com m enced 
w ith 
artillery fighting,w hich was sev ere 
and lasted u ntil 7 
o’clock 
in 
the 
m orning, by w hich time both lega­ 
tions w ere d estroy ed and all the 
foreigners were 
d ead , while 
the 
streets arou nd the legations 
were 
fu ll of the d ead bod ies of both for­ 
eigners and Chinese. 
“ U pon hearing of 
the 
attack 
P rince C h ing and 
G en. 
W a ng 
W e n Shao w ent w ith troops to 
the assistance 
of the foreigners, 
bu t they w ere ou tnu m bered and 
d efeated . 
B oth P rince C h ing and 
G en. W a ng W e n Shao were killed . 
“ T w o foreigners are said to hav e 
escaped 
throu gh 
the gates, 
one 
w ith a heav y sw ord w ou nd in his 
head . 
“ F rince T u a n, in celebration of 
the 
v ictoty , 
d istribu ted 
100,000 
taels and large qu antities of rice to 
the B ox ers.”
